EDITORIAL. 


A Scotch Branch.—The need for co-ordination and pro- 
fessional comity was never so urgent as now, and therefore we 
hail the creation of a Scottish branch of the L.A.A. with no little 
enthusiasm. The L.A.A. Executive for many years has felt that 
the virtual abstention of Scotch Assistants deprived the Associa- 
tion of some of its claim to be regarded as truly representative 
of British librarianship. Now, after 20 years’ steady progress, 
the L.A.A. Executive realises a degree of its aspirations. Nor 
could that realisation have come at a more opportune moment. 
The need for professional unity is great: how great some of us, 
perhaps, do not realise. But it is when there is great need of 
showing a united front, that English, Irish, Scotch and Welsh, 
may be trusted to hold together. It is this thought that gives us 
such deep satisfaction in the formation of the new branch to 
which we extend hearty greetings. In particular do we con- 
gratulate Messrs. R. D. Macleod and D. C. Campbell, and the 
London librarian who has on so many occasions given proof of 
his regard for the L.A.A. and its work. Pressure of space pre- 
cludes more than this quite cursory acknowledgment of an event 
which we feel sure will be a memorable one in the annals of 
Scotch librarianship and the L.A.A. 

The Annual Report and the New President.—\We commend 
to our members the Annual Report given in the present issue 
of our Journal. Continuous and steady progress is shown, and 
notwithstanding the unpropitious times, the membership con- 
tinues to increase. There is still considerable progress to be 
made if the Association is to attain the power in librarianship 
commensurate with its aspirations. To each individual member 
of the L.A.A. we urge the importance of using every means to 
gain new members ; the duties of membership do not cease merely 
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with the payment of the subscription. Changes in the national 
outlook are certain, and only time will tell how much we are 
alfected by them; how much we have been ill or well prepared to 
meet them. Now is the time to work. 

The Association is fortunate in having secured the goodwill 
and offices as President of Mr. Evan G. Rees. Older members 
of the L.A.A. will not need to be reminded of the work done by 
Mr. Rees as a member of the Committee from 1898 to 1904, and 
as Chairman of Committee from 1900 to 1904. His ripe experi- 
ence, judgment, and all-round ability will, we are sure, be of 
great assistance to our Association. 

The L.A.A. Report on Hours and Conditions of Service.— 
Our members will be interested to learn that the L.A.A. Council 
contemplate revising and reprinting, ‘‘The Report on Hours,”’ 
etc.—No. 4 of the L.A.A. Series, also printed as the June, 1911, 
number of The Library Assistant. The Report has been spoken 
of by an enthusiast as ‘‘worth the whole remaining file of The 
Library Assistant,’’ but while we can scarcely subscribe to that 
sweeping opinion, there can be no doubt that the influence of 
the Report has been considerable and of great value. We know 
that a number of library systems have adopted the suggested 
time sheet, and the Report has been of material assistance in 
fixing salary scales also. Five hundred copies have been dis- 
posed of, in addition to its circulation as an issue of The Library 
Assistant. Under these circumstances it is thought that the 
Council could take up no better work, and we cordially agree. 


PROCEEDINGS. 
MAY GENERAL MEETING. 


The little party of eight members who assembled at the 
Bromley (Kent) Public Library, on the afternoon of Wednesday, 
May 12th, intent on a ramble through a delightful neighbourhood 
prior to the usual evening business meeting, required a consider- 
able effort of imagination to convince themselves that it was the 
merry month of May. A lowering sky, with occasional spots of 
rain, combined with the circumstance that it was the week of 
the L.A. examinations, kept many away from a most enjoyable 
ramble. Mr. Alderton, the librarian of Bromley, had planned a 
delightful 7 mile ramble through the fields and lanes, with Wick- 
ham as the objective. Tea was partaken at the generous instance 
of Mr. Alderton, at the Railway Hotel, and a merry party, which 
the forbidding weather quite failed to depress, commenced the 
return journey, arriving in time for the evening’s proceedings, 
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at which some 25 members and friends were present. Refresh- 
ments having been served by the kindness of the Chairman of 
the Bromley Library Committee, the business meeting was com- 
menced under the Chairmanship of the HONoRARY TREASURER 
(Mr. W. G. Chambers) ; an unexpected mobilisation of special 
constables preventing the attendance in that capacity of the 
Chairman of the Bromley Public Library Committee, Mr. Coun- 
cillor Weller, who sent his apologies. In Mr. WynbDHAM 
MorGan’s absence, his paper on ‘“‘Special Reference Work and 
the Municipal Reference Library,’’ was read by the Honorary 
Secretary. 

Mr. MorGan began by stating that he had relied largely on 
American sources in writing his paper, as the subject had been 
more written up in America. As modern life became more com- 
plex, a higher value would be set on specialised work; conse- 
quently distinctive libraries would have to be evolved for special 
classes of workers. Business men would be saved both time and 
money by such collections. He then compared the specialist 
library with the specialist school, and arranged them into four 
groups: Technical, Commercial, Legislative and Municipal 
Reference Libraries. ‘The peculiar characteristic of cach would 
be the exclusion of all matter not pertaining to their subject or 
group of subjects. [Emphasis was laid on the need for collecting 
all fugitive matter for these libraries, and mention was made of 
the Co-operative Agricultural Library in Dublin, as being an 
example of the desired special library. The writer thought that 
the co-operative scheme of the Library Association and The 
Athenaeum would assist in extending reference work in this 
country. There was a danger that general library work might 
be neglected if this special sphere were over-elaborated, but such 
danger did not do away with the advantages of specialisation. 
As a beginning, various trade and professional societies might be 
induced to deposit their collections at the Public Reference 
Library, where they would be available for readers other than 
their own members, and housed free of charge. In the United 
States provision had been made for the training of Municipal 
Reference Librarians. Municipal Reference Libraries were for 
the use of public officials, citizens, and comprised all the litera- 
ture relating to the various activities of the modern city. 

There being no discussion on this paper, Mr. W. ]. Harris, 
Borough Librarian of Islington, was immediately called upon to 
read his on ‘‘Modern Work in Modern Libraries.’’ ‘Their work, 
he stated, was to bring books to the readers, and the readers to 
books. His paper, he confessed, contained nothing that would be 
new to his hearers, being indeed concerned chiefly with modern 
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advertising methods and the growth of library activities. The 
modern librarian bore a higher sense of his responsibilities ; he 
regarded books as tools., In order to be a success, the library 
must be advertised. In all places many people were ignorant of 
the stores of knowledge in the public library. In order to ensure 
the success of the advertising, the goodwill of the local press 
must be obtained. He considered that if they could show good 
results from a business point of view, more rate assistance might 
be looked for. To this end, Mr. Harris would advocate more use 
of reading circles, lectures, publication of special lists, co-opera- 
tion with local societies, story hours, and greater co-operation 
with teachers and schools. The time necessary for these manifold 
activities might be saved by standardising methods of book issues 
and charging, and also by a co-operative scheme of cataloguing 
and classification, which in the speaker’s opinion were the mecha- 
nical part of the librarian’s work. 

The discussion was opened by Mr. J. D.YounG (Greenwich) , 
who thought the advice given was sound, but asked what would 
happen if the public responded. He doubted that if, instead of 
say, 7 per cent., 21 per cent. of the population started to use 
libraries, the work could be coped with. The 1d. rate was just 
sufficient to supply the present reading population. The student 
reader was not at present badly off; he had at his command a 
library such as only the wealthy could securc. If more people 
used the place, the student would suffer. Miss JEFFERSON 
(Bromley), thought that the chief difficulty was that people did 
not know what or even how to read, but wandered aimlessly 
round the shelves. Courses of reading would, she suggested, 
solve the difficulty. Mr. J. Warner (Croydon), would go ahead 
as much as possible ; they were not likely to be swamped, as the 
borrowers would come gradually, and they (the borrowers) 
would remove the rate limit. Very few of the librarians who 
sarried out the activities named by Mr. Harris co-ordinated them 
with library work. He questioned the utility of the lecture which 
did not result in increased use of library books. The HONorary 
SECRETARY commented on the fortunate experience of Mr. Harris, 
whose work, it seemed, had lain among people likely to appre- 
ciate it. He deplored the fact that many books on the shelves of 
their libraries did not seem to be fulfilling their purpose, in that 
they seldom went out. The increased demand on libraries would 
eventually lead to the raising of the rate limit. The result of the 
war would benefit many social movements, in which, he hoped, 
would be included libraries. The Honorary TREASURER was of 
opinion that the guidance of readers was more important than 
anything else. Good books had not the popularity thev deserved. 
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Too many library authorities judged the value of their work by 
issues, in his opinion, wrongly so. He would open up to readers 
the better kind of literature by means of lectures and reading 
circles. Their success, however, depended upon the locality. He 
had much pleasure in moving a cordial vote of thanks to the 
writers of both papers. Mr. Harris having replied, the 
Honorary Epitor, seconded by Mr. J. D. Younc, supported 
by the Honorary SECRETARY, moved a similar vote to Coun- 
cillor Weller, the Bromley Libraries Committee, Mr. and Mrs. 
Alderton, and the Library Staff, for their courtesy and hospi- 
tality. Only two nominations for the Honorary Auditorships 
having been received, Miss Jefferson (Bromley) and Mr. E. Luke 
(Woolwich) were declared elected. 


SOUTH COAST BRANCH. 


A very enjoyable meeting of the South Coast Branch was 
held at the Worthing Public Library, on Wednesday, 21st April, 
representatives being present from Brighton, Hove and Worthing. 
Prior to the meeting, Miss Frost, Librarian of Worthing, very 
kindly entertained the visitors to tea. COUNCILLOR WALTER 
ASTON, Chairman of the Worthing Library Committee, presided 
over the meeting, and welcomed the members to Worthing. 

Miss BERYL GILL (Worthing) read a paper on “The 
progress of the Public Library Movement on the South Coast.” 
Miss Gill treated the subject in a very exhaustive way, dealing 
more particularly with the public libraries of Brighton, Ports- 
mouth, Hove, Worthing, Eastbourne, Lewes, and Littlehampton. 
To illustrate her paper Miss Gill had prepared a very interesting 
series of photographs of the interiors and exteriors of the south 
coast libraries. 

Miss Doris LEAPER (Brighton) followed with a very able 
and instructive paper on “The Public Library Movement in 
Russia.” 

The ensuing discussion was contributed to by Miss FROST, 
the CHAIRMAN, and the Messrs. LAW, WEBB, SMITHER and 
HYNES. 

Hearty votes of thanks to the Chairman, to Miss Frost and 
her staff, and to the readers of the papers were passed with 
acclamation. 

The Hon. Secretary of the Branch announced that Mr. 
Henry D. Roberts, Director, Brighton Public Library, etc., had 
very generously placed a prize of One Guinea at the disposal of 
the Committee.

THE CHAIRMAN, Mr. Wyndham Morgan, opened the meeting 
with a short address on “ Special Collections in Public Libraries.” 
He deplored any comparison between the vaiue of the work of 
the various departments of a public library. Each formed part 
of a whole. Reference work was one branch but, as the latest 
arrival, had the greatest possibilities in the way of development. 
Specialisation was inevitable to keep the reference collection in 
the highest state of efficiency. He outlined the methods and 
ideas in use in America. 

The HONORARY SECRETARY in opening the discussion drew 
attention to the existence in the Cardiff Reference Library of the 
special collections of the Cardiff Naturalists’ Society and the 
Astronomical Society of Wales. Miss REES (Newport), Miss 
MILLS and others, also took part in the discussion. A business 
meeting followed. The HONORARY SECRETARY gave a short 
report on the last session. No meetings had been arranged 
owing to local circumstances over which the Committee had‘ no 
control. A financial statement was presented by the HONORARY 
TREASURER, who called attention to the fact that some sub- 
scriptions were still outstanding.

‘‘Peace to the Mighty Dead.’’ 
—Thomas Campbell. 


We regret to record that Mr. H. W. Purkis, a member of 
the Westminster Public Libraries Staff, was killed in action on 
April 24th. Mr. Purkis enlisted in the 9th County of London 
Regiment on September Ist, 1914, and was 27 years of age. 
The Westminster Express pays the following tribute to him. 
‘*After a short training deceased proceeded to France on Novem- 
ber 4th, 1914. During his short military career he had been in 
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four hospitals with frostbite, rheumatism and influenza, and 
from the latter ailment he had barely recovered when he again 
entered the ranks and fell in action on Hill 60, where so many 
of our brave soldiers found a grave. Deceased was a fine speci- 
men of an athlete, standing nearly 6 feet in height, and gained 
much distinction in the Kensington Rowing Club, to which he 
belonged. Much sympathy is felt for his mother and father, 
who have been prostrated by the loss of their only son. 

“‘Harry Purkis was greatly liked by his fellow assistants 
for the unfailing cheerfulness and good nature which made him 
popular not only with the staff, but the public using the library. 
Since the news of his death many readers have voiced their 
appreciation of his always courteous attention to all comers, and 
their regret that he will serve them no more. 

‘*The City Council passed a vote of sincere sympathy with 
the relatives in their bereavement, while, we understand, the 
parents have heard from the Librarian of the sense of loss felt by 
all in his department, with testimony to the conscientiousness and 
diligence with which their son performed his duty. 

“A year ago, those following the peaceful avocation of lib- 
rarianship would doubtless have been startled had it been sug- 
gested that they would be needed to bear arms in what has 
developed into a mighty struggle for freedom. But the trumpet 
sound reached even into the quiet havens of bookland, and from 
our libraries some twenty members, being one half of the staff, 
have answered the call and gone forth to strike a blow against 
Teutonic ‘‘Kultur.’’ Those left at their posts, debarred either by 
age or youthfulness, are with extra effort keeping things going 
against their comrades’ return, and their sorrow is heartfelt that 
Harry Purkis will never rejoin them, while deep is their bitter- 
ness that they cannot be allowed to help in avenging his loss and 
those who have so gallantly laid down their lives so that England 
may live.”’

We regret to announce the death on Tuesday, April 27th, 
at the age of 71, of Mr. W. H. K. Wright, F.R.Hist.Soc., the 
Plymouth Borough Librarian. Mr. Wright began his library 
career as Honorary Librarian to the Plymouth Working Men’s 
Association and the Railway Servants’ Library. The Libraries’ 
Act was adopted in Plymouth in 1871, but it was not until 1876 
that the library was opened, and then the choice of librarian 
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unanimously fell on Mr. Wright. In addition, Mr. Wright 
identified himself with many public movements and organisations. 
He was a fellow and original member of The Library Association 
and for some years acted as Vice-President of that body. A 
singer, lecturer and writer on various subjects, Mr. Wright was 
also the founder, honorary secretary, and general editor to the 
Ex-libris Society, besides being a Fellow of the Royal Historical 
Society. A man of various accomplishments, his loss is deeply 
regretted in his native town, where he lived and died, while the 
library world loses a devoted believer and picturesque personality.

1914-15. 


The Officers and Council submit their Report on the work 
of the Twentieth Session. 

Membership.—Notwithstanding the abnormal economic 
conditions prevailing throughout the greater part of the year 
under review, the membership has continued to increase. The 
figures are as follows :—

This represents a net increase of 37 as compared with the 
figures of the previous year. 

Officers.—In accordance with the resolution adopted at the 
Nineteenth Annual Meeting, changes will be made in the offices 
of President and Vice-President at the end of this year, and the 
Council desires to place on record its appreciation of the tactful 
and devoted service of Mr. Norman Treliving as President. 
He was the first branch member to hold that office, and in every 
way earned the full confidence of his fellows. The duties of 
Vice-President were carried out faithfully and enthusiastically 
by Mr. H. G. Sureties, and as they included the Chairmanship 
of all Council meetings, the Council feels especially indebted to 
him. After holding the office with notable distinction since 
1906, except during the three years he served in the Presidential 
Chair, Mr. W. C. Berwick Sayers resigned the Honorary Secre- 
taryship on his appointment to the Chief Librarianship of 
Wallasey. His manifold abilities, combined with his intense 
energy and enthusiasm for all that concerned the Association, 
made him an ideal Secretary, and the* work in his hands 
flourished exceedingly. The Association was fortunate in 
retaining his services so long, and the Borough of Wallasey 
is to be congratulated on having secured a librarian with such 
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high professional qualifications and zeal for everything that 
appertains to the progress of the Public Library Movement. 
Unfortunately for the Association, his resignation entails the 
resignation of the Honorary Librarian—Miss Olive E. Clarke, to 
whom he is to be married at the end of May. In the capacity of 
librarian, Miss Clarke served the Association for several years 
with conspicuous ability, and brought the work to a high state 
of efficiency : there was a large increase in the use made of the 
library, while in her charge. To emphasize its appreciation of 
their work the Council promoted a fund for presenting a testi- 
monial to Mr. Sayers and Miss Clarke on their marriage, to 
which there was a very gratifying response. The presentation 
took the form of a sideboard (selected by the recipients) , bearing 
the following inscription : 


“To signalize their appreciation of the services rendered 
to the Library Assistants’ Association this sideboard was pre- 
sented by the members to Mr. W. C. Berwick Sayers and Miss 
Olive E. Clarke, on the occasion of their marriage.’’—May, 
1915. 

The Honorary Secretary of the Education Committee, Mr. 
W. B. Thorne, was appointed General Secretary in the place of 
Mr. Sayers, and it is hoped that he will have all the loyal support 
which members can give him at this serious period. The Council 
recognizes with cordial feelings its obligation to Mr. John 
Warner for his services as Assistant Honorary Secretary. Miss 
R. L. Duménil and Mr. R. F. Bullen were elected to the vacant 
seats on the Council at the April Monthly Meeting. 

Finance.—As a consequence of the Council’s decision not to 
collect subscriptions from members on active service, together 
with a diminished revenue from advertisements, also a result of 
the war, the total income from all sources was £25 less than last 
year. By reducing the size of The Library Assistant the effect 
of this decreased revenue has been minimised, and it is satisfac- 
tory to be able to record a balance in hand of some £28. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that most of this amount will 
be required to meet the liabilities of the next few months, and 
members are urged to make prompt payment of all monies due 
from them. Messrs. H.V. Hopwood and H. Smith have continued 
their annual donations, for which the Council’s thanks are hereby 
accorded. The Council also wishes again to acknowledge its 
indebtedness to Mr. W. Geo. Chambers for his wise and skilful 
administration of the Association’s finances. 

Education Committee.—The programme of Monthly Meet- 
ings having been completed before the Great War broke out, 
the Council determined to proceed with it, but the influence of the 
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War could not be avoided, and the meetings suffered through 
the absence of the many assistants who entered the King’s 
service, as well as from the spirit of the time, which was incom- 
patible with meetings of that nature. As the gatherings of the 
Library Association were similarly depleted, joint meetings were 
suggested,and in March and April combined meetings at Croydon 
and Bishopsgate Institute were very successfully carried through. 
A complete joint programme for the session 1915-16 is proposed. 
The Twentieth Inaugural Meeting was addressed by Professor 
Thomas Seccombe, with Mr. R. A. Peddie, the Association’s 
first Chairman, presiding. The session included visits to the 
public libraries of Fulham, Shoreditch, Mile End, Hornsey, 
Croydon and Bromley (Kent); a meeting at the Battersea 
Central Library was cancelled in order to join the Library 
Association in its meeting at the Bishopsgate Institute. The 
Council takes this opportunity of expressing its gratitude to all 
those who so kindly made possible the carrying through of the 
programme. 

Publications Committee.—The Library Assistant has 
appeared regularly and punctually under the enthusiastic editor- 
ship of Mr. Harry G. Sureties, who, the Council rejoices to be 
able to record, has in some measure recovered his health. Until 
September he was again generously assisted by Mr. G. R. 
Bolton, who then answered the Country’s call by joining the 
R.A.M.C., and is now serving in France. His place has been 
very effectively filled by Mr. J. E. Walker, who kindly accepted 
the Council’s invitation to act as Honorary Assistant Editor. 
The Council here wishes to express its thanks to Mr, C. W. 
Bedford, of the Stoke Newington Library, for his work in 
connection with the dispatch of The Library Assistant every 
month. Mr. W. G. Hawkins continues to be responsible for the 
stock of the Journal, and relieves the Council of much anxiety 
in this respect. To the L.A.A. Series a new number has been 
added, viz.: ‘‘The Library Committee: Its Character and 
Work,”’ by Mr. W. C. Berwick Sayers, who was good enough 
to present the manuscript for the purpose. The demand for the 
Series continues, and the Council feels justified in adding to it 
from time to time. The Special Report on Conditions of Library 
Service is almost out of print, and a new edition, brought up 
to date, is intended as soon as possible. 

international Committee.—Last year it was _ resolved, 
provisionally, to hold the Fifth Easter School in Antwerp with 
visits to Brussels and other Belgian cities, but the outbreak of the 
War compelled the abandonment of the idea. It is proposed that 
part of the funds remaining in the hands of this committee from 
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previous Schools, be expended on the new edition of the Special 
Report on Conditions of Library Service. 

The Library Committee.—As was to be expected, the issues 
from the library declined somewhat during the year, the total 
being 61, as against 91 in the last Report. ‘The additions number 
29 vols., including donations from Miss O. E. Clarke, Messrs. 
H. T. Coutts, W. J. Harris and J. D. Stewart. The total stock 
now numbers 814 items. On the resignation of Miss Clarke, the 
office of Honorary Librarian was kindly undertaken by Miss 
Connie Mitchell, senior assistant, Islington Public Libraries, to 
whom the Council extends grateful thanks, knowing the work 
is in capable hands. 

Other Committees.—The work of the Propaganda and 
Press Committees has been in abeyance during the year, but it 
is hoped to revive the Women’s Sub-Committee of the former 
in the near future, as there is important work to be done in view 
of the the large number of women who have been pressed into the 
library service during the War. Although only engaged tem- 
porarily, it is not unlikely that a considerable proportion of these 
women will remain in the profession, and it is desirable that the 
Association should be active in their interests. 

Branches.—The Branches of the Association are becoming 
an increasingly important factor in its history. In the last Report 
the formation of the Central Irish Branch was recorded, and it 
is with feelings of great satisfaction that the Council in this 
Report is able to record the establishment of yet another, viz. : 
the North Western Branch, which was formally constituted in 
June, 1914. This latest development owes its existence 
mainly to the enterprise and enthusiasm of Mr. James Ross 
(Walton and Fazakerley Library, Liverpool), who, it will be 
remembered, gave considerable assistance in the founding of the 
Yorkshire Branch when serving in the York Public Library. 
Mr. Ross’s efforts were worthily supported by Messrs. J. Hutt, 
F. W. C. Pepper, E. A. Peppictte, and M. J. Wrigley, 
and a vigorous organization with a strong membership is the 
result. The Council offers its hearty congratulations to all con- 
cerned. The individual annual reports of the other branches have 
appeared (or will appear) in the pages of The Library Assistant, 
but it is desirable to record here that the War has affected the 
work of the branches variously. The South Wales and North 
Eastern have held no ordinary meeting's, but will probably revive 
them during the coming months. The former re-elected Messrs. 
Wyndham Morgan and F. Bullock as Chairman and Honorary 
Secretary, respectively, while in the latter Messrs.W. H. Gibson, 
I. Briggs and R. M. Daniel have retained the offices they held 
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last year. Mr. Daniel is now with the colours in France. The 
Yorkshire Branch has done much good work, notwithstanding 
a reduction in the number of meetings held, and its membership 
shows a net increase of 19. Mr. G. W. Strother, to whom the 
Association generally, and the Yorkshire Branch particularly, 
owes a very great deal, is back in the chief office, and Mr. Robt. 
W. Parsons, whose interest and enthusiasm are unsurpassed, has 
succeeded Mr. N. Treliving as Honorary Secretary. Mr. J. B. 
Ellison, on his appointment to the librarianship of the Oldham 
Lyceum, retired from the branch, followed by the appreciation 
and good wishes of all the members. The Midland Branch has 
prospered in spite of the loss of some of its most active members 
through enlistment, and everything points to an increasingly 
healthy state of affairs in this centre. Birmingham’s Chief 
Librarian, Mr. Walter Powell, has shown his sympathy by 
becoming president, while with Mr. H. M. Cashmore as chair- 
man, and Mr. H. Grindle as Honorary Secretary, the Council 
looks forward with confidence to an ever-widening influence 
consolidating the library workers of the Midlands. In Ireland the 
Central Irish Branch pursues a steady course, and its able Secre- 
tary, Mr. T. H. Evans, reports cheerfully of the Branch’s pro- 
ceedings. The past year has been one of changes in the South 
Coast Branch: Messrs. Male and Piper, who worked so hard for 
its establishment, having both resigned office—the former by 
enlistment, the other by promotion. The Council gladly records 
its indebtedness to both these gentlemen, as well as to Miss E. 
Gerard, for her continued activity, and is gratified to know that 
the work of the Branch is being carried on with the usual effi- 
ciency under the chairmanship of Mr. W. Law, with Mr. Arthur 
Webb as Honorary Secretary. Mr. J. W. Lister, of Hove, and 
Miss M. Frost, of Worthing, awarded prizes for essays during 
the vear. 

As this Report goes to press the Council is able 
to record the granting of a constitution to an eighth Branch, 
which is on the point of being established in the West of Scot- 
land. Messrs. R. D. Macleod and David C. Campbell have 
worked hard in arranging the preliminaries, and have received 
considerable assistance from a librarian in London who prefers 
to remain anonymous. The Council realizes its indebtedness 
to these gentlemen, and tenders them its warmest thanks; it 
also rejoices that the Association has at last found a footing 
in Scotland, where the library movement is so well organized 
and so widely appreciated. 

In the brief space of an Annual Report it is not possible to 
narrate at leneth the manifold activities of the different Branches, 
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or to pay to all those who so unselfishly carry on these activities 
the meed of praise that is their due; but the Council recognizes 
its indebtedness to each, being fully aware of the fact that the 
main strength of the Association lies in its Branches, and there- 
fore offers to all the heartfelt thanks it would like to bestow 
individually. 


Annual Meetings.—The Nineteenth Annual Meeting, Ist 
June, 1914, was held by invitation of the Yorkshire Branch at 
Leeds, and was a triumph of organization and enthusiasm, 
reflecting all possible credit on the local committee. Representa- 
tives from nearly all the Branches were present, including two 
members from Brighton, one of whom was sent officially by the 
Library Committee. The proceedings, formal and informal, ex- 
tended over the week-end, all visitors being entertained for the 
period by various members of the Leeds staff. The annual meeting 
was held in the Civic Chamber, and was preceded by a most 
exhilarating address by Professor G. S. Gordon, M.A., of Leeds 
University. About ninety members and friends attended the 
Business Meeting, when resolutions affecting the constitution of 
the Officers and Council were passed, after an animated debate. 
The arrangements involved an enormous amount of work locally, 
and while the Council wishes it to be understood that it heartily 
appreciates the individual efforts of everyone who assisted in 
making the event so memorable an occasion, it feels that special 
mention should be made of the strenuous labours of Messrs. R. 
McLeannan and W. Pollitt, who, together, performed a notable 
task in a most able fashion, and deserve the greatest possible 
credit. The Council accepted an invitation from the Midland 
Branch to hold the Twentieth Annual Meeting at Birmingham, 
but owing to the various difficulties arising through the War, 
reluctantly decided to ask the Midland Branch to postpone the 
invitation until a more favourable time, and to hold the meeting 
in London. 

Promotion.—The Council congratulates the following mem- 
bers upon their promotion during the year :—Messrs. H. Alderton 
(Borough Librarian, Bromley, Kent); A. C. Piper (City 
Librarian, Winchester); G. E. Denne (Librarian, Ilford) ; 
T. E. Gay (Librarian, Capel Street Public Library, Dublin) ; 
B. Hall (Librarian, Institute of Engineers and Ship- 
builders in Scotland, Glasgow); J. H. Shaw (Librarian 
and Curator of the Art Gallery, Bury); J. B. Ellison 
(Librarian, Oldham Lyceum); W. H. Atkinson (Librarian, 
Shipley); W. C. Berwick Sayers (Librarian, Wallasey) ; 
John Warner (Deputy Librarian, Croydon). A former Secretary 
of the L.A.A., Mr. J. Radcliffe, has been appointed first Borough 














Librarian of Bethnal Green, and Mr. W. J. Harris, at one time 
on the Executive, has been appointed Borough Librarian of 
Islington, while Mr. E. A. Savage, another former member of 
the Executive, succeeded to the City Librarianship of Coventry. 
Many other members have received promotion, and to these the 
Council offers congratulations and wishes them a continuance of 
their success. 


General.—The War has naturally overshadowed everything, 
and has affected the affairs of the Association in a number of 
ways. The Council record with profound satisfaction that so 
far as it has been possible to ascertain, over eighty members of 
the Association have joined the Colours, many of whom are now 
on active service in France. To all these, as well as to the 
other workers in libraries who have responded to the same call, 
the Council offers its sincerest congratulations, and wishes them 
a safe return. It was resolved to regard all those members who 
enlisted as Honorary Members, while they were in the army, in 
order that they might not lose touch with the Association. 

In other respects the Association has pursued an even course 
during the year; no protests of any kind have been called for, 
and the Council hopes the need for such actions is growing less. 
The depletion of staffs through the enlistment of the male mem- 
bers has caused considerable embarrassment in a number of 
libraries, even to the extent of necessitating the curtailment 
of the service in some quarters. In a number of instances the 
difficulty has been met by the temporary employment of women 
assistants. The view of the Council is that all members should 
be prepared to undertake extra duty in order to maintain the 
efficiency of the library service where necessary; as, although 
there has been a tendency in many directions for issues to 
decrease, the Council, firmly convinced of the unparalleled value 
of highly organized libraries to the community, believes they will 
play a part of even greater importance in the days that will 
follow the declaration of peace. Therefore the Council urges 
upon all engaged in library administration the supreme desira- 
bility not only of quietly preparing for the future, but also 
of seizing every opportunity in the present for identifying the 
library with every movement to which it may usefully be linked. 
The Council also realizes that it is not improbable the Associa- 
tion may have to face difficulties, both financial and otherwise, 
later on, owing to changed conditions : consequently it looks for 
the loyal support of its members in all its activities, and trusts 
there may be no diminution in effort on the part of individual 
members to push forward the Association’s claims whenever 
possible. 
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Acknowledgments.—The thanks of the Council are due and 
are hereby tendered to the authorities who have given accommo- 
dation to the Association during the year, to the ladies and 
gentlemen who have presided over and read papers at the meet- 
ings, and particularly to the Governors of the Bishopsgate and 
Cripplegate Institutes for placing rooms at the service of the 
Council.
